Prehistoric Burial Ground.—What 
may prove to one of the greatest 
archaeological discoveries ever made in 
the United Stées has come to light near 
Webber's Fal/i, I. T., on the Arkansas 
river, about tw enitvefive miles below Fort 
Gibson, im the shape of an ancient burial 
ground two milés or more in extent one 
way and contaifiing the remains of many 
thousands of people who are believed to 
have lived there thousands of years be- 
fore the discovery of America by Co- 
lumbus. These people are probably what 
is known as the mound builders, who 
once thickly. s€ttled this region, disap- 
pearing centuries ago, and of whom 
comparatively little is known outside of 
the extensive ruins they have left. 

About forty years ago the land on 
which these remains have been discov- 
ered was covered by a heavy growth of 
timber, some of the trees being five feet | 


of cane where now are raised large crops 
of corn and cotton. In digging wells |

|People of Peace Gather With _ 


the Mount Lebanon Shakers 


A peace convention in a valley of peace 
and under the auspices of a people of 
peac®was held one day last week at the 
Shaker’ Settlement of Mount Lebanon, 
just over the Massachusetts line from 
Lebanon, N. ¥: .The audience-of 300 or 
40o were essentially. people of peace. In 
the front rows were the elders and el- 
dresses of the Shaker settlement, people 
who, having spent a lifetimé in the beat- 
tiful and quiet valley of Mount Lebanon, 
were bound to view with abhorrence,all 
strife, as they contemplated their early de- 
parture into an eterhal kingdom Of peace. 
Besides there were the friends and néigh= 
bors of the valley, who had also that 
quiet attitude of the Shakers. Aft the 
afternoon session there was a consider 
able number of the summer people of 
the neighborhood, who squawked in if 
automobiles, but who, upon entering the 
church, became as the Shakers them 
selves. The peace note of the meeting 
‘was Clear and true. Not a hint or a sume 
gestion was given that war is anything 


‘but cruel and unjustifiable, and is but a 


‘gross example of man’s inhumanity to 
man. The humane idea was carried even 
farther, and one or two of the speakers, 
‘notably Rev. Henry S. Clubb, president 
of the national vegetarian society, looked 
forward to the time when our “anual 
brethren” would no longer be killed for 
‘food. The convention was an outcome 
of the international peace convention held 
in Boston last October, which was at- 


tended by three of the Mount Lebanon 


|Shakers as delegates, but, coming as it 
‘did at this time, it really resolved itselé 


‘into a celebration of the cessation of the 


Russo-Japanese war, and constant refer- 
ence was made to this. President Roose- 
velt was given tribute after tribute for 
his part in bringing peace about, and 
each was given general applause. The 
following telegram was sent to him, upon 


the unanimous vote of the afternoon 


meeting : 

“The peace conference assembled by 
the invitation of the Shakers of Mount 
Lebanon, N. Y., thank you most pro- 
foundly for your distinguished and un- 
selfish services rendered the whole world 
in the interests of humanity, and heartily 
congratulate you on their successful and 
far-reaching results in the establishment 
of an honorable peace between Russia

Will Be No War to Discipline the 
Ruler of Morocco. 


CASH AND APOLOGY PASSED 


Excuses Accepted and National 
Honor Saved—Reparation Is 
Complete. 


Paris, Sept. 7—A dispatch to the for- 
eign office from M. St. Rene Taillandier, 
“minister to Morocco, announces that the 

Moroccan government has yielded to the 
French demands and given complete sat- 
isfaction. 

Foreign office officials were highly | 
gratified to receive the dispatch from | 
the French minister at Fez announcing 
that the sultan had yielded. 

The dispatch says that ‘September 4, 
the day preceding the expiration of the 
ultimatum, the grand vizier, Si Feedoul 
Garnit, accompanied by a retinue, went 
to the French legation, Where he was 
received by the minister and his staff 
and the leading European officials. The 
grand vizier then publicly presented a 
formal apology for the arrest of a French 
Algerian citizen, Bouzian, and handed
